The] Pennessce Treasury Loses €400,00¢ rhrough a 
Oreeked Official. 
N. ‘ViLLK, January 5.—The legisi itive com 


appointed to investigate tlie oftice-of 
reasurer, reported this; morning that the 
rer bad been out of the city for two 


days,4and that his clerk was not prepared to 
maka sittement of his accounts. The com- 
mitte® reported a deficit in the treasury of 
four Hundred thousand dollars, and after con-

| THE CONTENDING FACT:ONS IN

The Origin ofthe Trouble Between Creek and Creek— 
Divided on the Issues of the War Betweer the 
Statwe—Chief Sands in Rebellion—Tue Re- 
cent Risingin the Territory, te, 


Cutcsco, January 5—There being much 
uncerva‘nty and several conflicting stories 
about the condition of aMairs in Indian Ter- 
ritory, the following letizrs fro'u mei prom- 
inent in Indian Territorial politics will rove 
of interest, parti:ularly as they give an in- 
sight into the past as well as ths present his- 
tory and status of matters. 

Judge Stedham is'a Creek, and for many 


in all Indian mutters. He is well know:: in 
Washington, having for several years been a 
delegate in conyress from the ierritory 
His patriotic efforts for h's people 
and his thos igh understanding of the 
questions which ecornctrn them, make 


his contribution really -aluable as history. 
McKillop is al.» a thoroughly well informed 
young Creek i.. legislative and martial mat- 
ters; is the clerk of the house of warriors, cor- 
responding to the United States house of 
representatives, and deeply interested in the 
welfare of the nation. Fades C. W. Sted- 
ham, living at Eufaula, writes: ‘The Creek 
Nation has been from time immemorial, 
known as the upper and lower Creeks, each 
witL a principal and assistant chief, but liy- 
ing under one government. the two chiefs and 
assistants, acting together as one executive. 
This form of government existed until after 
the close of the late war, which divided the 
north and south, when they reunited and re- 
turned.” Sands, acting chief of the portion of 
the Creeks who supported the United States 
government, proposed that we do away with 
the two chiefs and unite under one head. 
This was agreed to and a committee with 
equal numbers from the two parties wus ap- 
ointed to draft a constitution and code of 
aws. This done, the people in convention 
adopted them, Chief Sands, who expected to 
be elected, was defeated, and he rebelled. At 
the second election, the rebellious party ran 
another candidate, who was also;defeated, 
and they undertook by force of arms to install 
their candidate. A fight began, but the 
United States Indian agent, Major Lion, 
caused a settlement without bloodshed. 
Since then they have raised armed forces 
twice. Sands died soon after the first 
troubles, but the other leaders kept up the 
fracas until last summer, when one of their 
young men was arrested for violating the law, 
They raised a mob, followed and killed the 
sheriff and deputy, and rescued the prisoner. 
knowing such an act would not be tolerated, 
the whole faction took arms to protect them. 
The constitutional or government party called 
out the militia, followed them, arrested some 
of the murderers, killed two or three and par- 
doned the others. The present trouble grows 
out of the affair, as many of the Sands party 
have never come home, but they pretend now 
to have discovered the authorities gravely 
wronged them in selling to the United States 
government for the use of the Seminoles that 
portion of oe country occupied -by them. 
The party how in rebellion received their 
share of tke proceeds of the sale. The 
Creek authorities opposed the selling, but 
were forced to, because the United States gov- 
ernment had located the Seminoles on our 
land thronglh mistake and would not remove 
them, but proposed to buy the land. The 
Creeks thought it better to take pay for the 
Jand than lose it without pay. This is the 
whole history of the trouble. A. P. McKillop 
writes from Muscokee as follows: This treuble 
is an effort of some three hundred Creeks to 
undermine and detroy the written and recog- 
nized constitution of the Creek nation. The 
parties are known as the Checote party and 
the Spiechee party, Checote being the recog- 
nized chief of the Creek nation and Spiechee 
of the rebels. The latter organized into two 
parties under Spiechee and Jacob Knight, in 


the two extremes of the Creek na- 
tiun, intending to raid the _ capi- 
tal. Hearing this, Chief Checote- is- 


sued a proclumation for the loyal party to 
arm themselves’ and repair to the capital. 
Scouts were sent out. Forty of Checote’s 
men, while scouting, encountered the wes- 
tern division of Spiochee’s;men, numbering 
about 150. Anengagement ensued, in which 
seven of Checote’s men were killed, It is not 
known whether any of the other party were 
killed. as they held the field. After this, 
Checote sent eut 650 men, but- Spiechee’s 


‘force had disbanded and returned to the Sacs 


aod Fox reservation, where they still are. 
The eastern division of the Spiechee party, 
under Spiechze, had also returned into the 
Cherokee nation. The Indian agent has gone 
to see Spiechee and see what can be done. 
Checote’s: party will probably disband in a 
few days, and this will settle the trouble 
until the national council meets next October. 
THE CHIEFS OF THE CHIPPEWAS. 

Little Thunder and Leading Feather, Chip- 
ewa ‘chiefs, bave arrived, en route to Wash- 
ington for the purpose of making a trade with 
the government whereby they can obtain for 
a portion of their reservation at Red Lake 
certain agricultural impléments, cattle and 
utensils necessary for civilized christian life, 
such as they are leading. Hithertothey have 
had little encouragemen§ f the govern- 
ment. They are accomp d by Father Ig- 
natuius Tomazina, a missionary. Some 
1,200 of them occupy the reservation. 


MILLS BURNED. 


Destructive Fires. tua Coboes, in Whiek Two Large 
Eestablish ments are Destroyed. 
Conors, N. Y., 8:36, January 5.—The roll- 
ing miils of Morrison, Caldwell & Page are 
burning. The Pilot mills of P. Gogerty and 
the tubing millsof A. G. Curtis & Oo., are In 
danger. A high wind is blowing. The roll- 
ing mills are a total lose The Pilot mills are 
now burning fiercely. 
The fire originated in the wheel of the roll- 
ing mill of Morrison, Caldwell & Page, 
while the engineer was thawing out the 
wheel, and the entire works were consumed 
within an hour, nothing being left but tae 
furnace and the chimneys. The flames drove 
the workmen away so quickly that they had 
no time to draw their furnaces, a 
the loss is much greater than it otherwise 
would have been, as the iron will now have 
to cool in them, and they will then have to 
be taken apart for removal. The total loss 
on the rolling mill is now estimated 
at half a million dollars. The insurance 
is about $75,000. The flames were driven to 
the Pilot mills, which were soon enveloped. 
The fire.ran riot through the oily and com- 
bustible material and communicated from 
one story toanother with Kzhtning speed. 
Within five minutes this immense brick 
structure was in flames, and the tiremen had 
to retreat to asafe distance, as it was momen- 
tarily expected that the gasoline tank would 
explode. Sevral barrels of oil had just been 
placed in the tank.

Extracts Taken from the Annanal Message of the Gev- 
ernor of the Siate. ‘ 

The following news about Floridais taken 
from Governor Bloxham’s message submitted 
to the legislature at Tallahassee, on the 2nd 
inst. 

The bonded debt of the state is $1,276,500.00. 

Nunibderof schools in state 1,326 with 51,945 
pupils. 

Number of convicts January Ist, 1883,.135 
during the year 1882, 55 were discharZed, 
pardoned, 5 escaped and 10 died. 

Of the insane asylum, he says: ‘On Janu- 
ary 1, 1881, there were 95 inmates in the insti- 
tution. During the jast two years there have 
been admitted 112; discharged, 50; died, 26; 
escaped, 8; readmitted, 5; leaving on‘hand 
January 1, 1883, 128. Of this number there 
are 36 white males, 44 white females, 27 col- 
ored males, and 21 colored females. 

He bas this to say about the Atlanta exposi- 
tion; ‘During the fall and winter of 1881, the 
cotton exposition of Atlanta was upened for 
visitors: It was not only an exhibition of all 
the improved machinery for the cultivation, 
handling and manufacturing of cotton, but 
embraced a wide field of everything tending 
to the development and wealth of the coun- 
try. It was, in the full sense of the term, a 
‘world’s fair’—the first ever beld in the 
south. Feeling the importance of Florida’s 
being represented, and at the same time fet- 
tered by having no appropriation for such a 
purpose, I appealed to the Immigration con- 
vention that met in. Jacksonville in the sum- 
mer of 1881 to tdke the matter in charge, and 
have our state properly represented. A com- 
mtttee was appointed who did most efficient 
work. Contributions were asked for, and 
liberally responied to, by some of our gener- 
ous citizens. Florida had a separate build- 
ing and herdisplay of agricultural -produc- 
tions and tropical and semi-tropical fruits, 
attracted the attention of the vast throng of 
visitors who daily visited the exposition 
grounds. Her success was fully demonstrat- 
ed in the fact of her securing the first premi- 
urs for sisal hemp, sugar-cane,rice, sea island 
cotton, “oranges and lemons. For the best 
collection of agricultural productions, in 
competion with the vast number of states 
there represented, but one state surpassed 
hers and she wd awarded the second pre- 
mium. 

Having nothing but voluntary contributions 
to rely upon, the managers were involved in 
pecuniary embarrassments, and at one time 
the building itself was in danger of being tak- 
en for these obligations. To prevent such a 
stigma falling upon our state, a number of 
leading gentlemen borrowed, upon their own 
responsibility, a sum, including interest up 
to March Ist, 1883, of $725, to liquidate the 
claim. As the state was vastly  bene- 
fitted by the exhibit there made, and ad- 
vertised in a more practical manner than by 
any other possible process, I respectfully rec- 
ommend that that amount be appropriated 
to meet the claim. In the midst of ber tri- 
umpbs, however, with her genervus rivals, 
Fiorida was called upon to mourn the loss of 
one of her most active. nd enterprising citi- 
zens. Mr. D. 8. Piace, who was in charge of 
the state exhibit, fell at his post in the dis 
charge of his arduous duties—respetced and 
honored by all.

Fifteen senators are to be chosen. this 
month. Arkansas will re-elect Mr. Garland, 


who is one of the best lawyers in the senate 
Mr. Saulsbury is said to see his way clear to 
another term from Delaware. New Jersey 
promises to re-elect Mr. McPherson, and 
North Carolina, General Ransom. Mr. Har- 
ris has considerable opposition in Tennessee, 
but his chances are considered good, and 
something similar can be said of Mr. Cokes 
race in Texas. West Virginia will elect a 
democratic senator, and Representative 
Kenna will probably be the man. He will, 
if elected, be a young but very efficient mem- 
ber of the upper house.

One of 
these papers, the Rutland pierald, is driven 
into admitting that the /’‘first citizens’ of 
Vermont “of social and effucational standing 
do not murder each othe 
All this is very queer. flere is a state in 
the very heart of New Higland, where, ac-, 
cording to all account§ civilization has 
reached its highest develfpment, but the only 
reply that can be made tH a charge of crime 
is that the criminals areffhe ignorant and the 
obscure; and a leading fournal of the state 
feels called upon to annpunce that the ‘“‘first 
citizens of social and j¢ducational standing 
do not murder each otbpr.”’ ; 

On the other hand, various respectable or 
gans of northern thougat and opinion, repre- 
senting, it is to be prejumed, the aggressive 
reforms 4vhich spring from New England civ- 
lization, are engaged incollecting crimes that 
occur in the remote regions of the section 
known politically as the south, and printing 
them as advertisements of the civilization and 
society of that section. We have endeavored 
to convince these polifes! missionaries that 
their deductions are’grossly unfair to the 
south, but the reply fis that if there was a 
strong public sentimgnt here in favor of law 
and order, there would be no homicides and 
very little crime of asy sort. 

In the condition oftaffairs in Vermont, the 
missionary critics of the south have an ex- 
ample of the futility of public sentiment to 
restrain the criminal classes.
